AN ALTERNATIVE job club has attracted 1,651 visits 
from 437 people during its first two years of operation. 
Axminster Alternative Job Club was the idea of Axmin¬ 
ster Churches Together, and it opened its doors in May 
2010 . 

The job club does not receive government funding 
but is government-recognised and works with agen¬ 
cies like Job Centre Plus on an independent basis. 

Apart from displaying vacancies, the job club and its 
volunteers offer practical help with CV writing, inter¬ 
view techniques and more. 

It is free of charge to use Axminster Alternative Job 
Club and it operates in the Methodist Hall, Lyme Street 
each Thursday from 9:30am-12:30pm. 

Several agencies and organisations attend sessions 
on a regular basis, including Citizens Advice Bureau 
(each week), Job Centre Plus (first Thursday of the 
month) and East Devon Volunteer Agency (last Thurs¬ 
day of the month) to mention only a few. 

The club is also known as AJC and in his May report, 
job club officer Peter Porteous wrote: "During its first 
two years AJC has become a centre of excellence in its 
manner of operation and regularly receives visitors 
who are considering their own similar start-up organ¬ 
isation. The AJC has been approved by Honiton Job 
Centre Plus, who refers clients to the club." 


The club's volunteers have a wide range of experi¬ 
ence. Some are running or have run their own busi¬ 
nesses whilst others have backgrounds in sectors like 
human resources. 

Mr Porteous added: "In October 2010 and then in 
September 2011, performance surveys amongst a 
cross-section of visitors were carried out and the re¬ 
ports indicated an extremely high level of satisfaction 
with what is offered. 

"The surveys show the most useful elements were 
the display of vacancies and the encouragement of¬ 
fered by the volunteers. Other service elements con¬ 
sidered useful were the computer facilities, help with 
CVs, letters and forms." 

He also said many people had found it useful to have 
been directed to other organisations for support and 
advice. 

It is difficult to gauge how many visitors end up with 
a job as some may find a job without letting volunteers 
know - but there are several examples of registered 
clients gaining full or part-time employment. 

Mr Porteous concluded by saying: "AJC operates for 
people of all ages regardless of disability race, religion 
or sexual orientation."
